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ASTRONOMERS' NEW VIEW. 


Scientific 
theories supersede or 


modify each other so rapidly 
that 


the layman is apt to receive them 
with some measure of reservation 
and to conclude that the last word 
belongs to the very remote 
future, 


particularly when he notes the ex- 
tent of the admitted uncertainty and 
the large measure of speculation, as 
when we are told, for example, that 
the age ot our earth Is anywhere from 
two million to eight billion years. 
Nevertheless there is reason to wel- 
come certain new announcements 
made by Prof. J. H. Jeans of Ens- 
land, supported by Prof. Russell of 
Princeton, both astronomers of re- 
nown. The theory has long persist- 
ed that our sun Is one of the very 
few stars possessed of planets and 
tlwt planets on which life IK possible 
are scarce. But now Prof. Jeans has 
reached. And Prof. Russell concurs 
In, the view that stars with planetary 
retinues are about 100,000 time* as 
numerous as was formerly supposed, 
and "since we know life developed 
here there is every probability that!

Oysters in Crusts. 


Prepare a dozen long crusty rolls by 


cutting in half the long way. Pull out 
the soft crumb until only the crusty 
shell Is left. Fill the bottom shells 
with the following: Into a porcelain 
saucepan put four tablespoonfnls of 
butter, a little salt, pepper and pap- 
rika, and when the butter is hot add 
four dozen medium-sized oysters and 
toss over the fire until the gills ara 
curled. Lift out the oysters and 
dredge flour into each of the lower 
shells. Add to the liquor In the sauce- 
pan enough milk or water to make 
one cupful and a half of liquid, thicken 
with two tablespoonfuls of flour and 
stir until It boils and Is well cooked, 
Pnt two tablespoonfuls' of the gravy 
over each crust of-oysters. Put on the 
upper crusts, which should be thickly 
brushed with butter, and place all In 
n hot oven until the crusts are.well- 
heated through.'

Though geologist* have been fairly 


•are that hard coal was formed like 
•oft coal from plant* which grew tn 
remote geologic ages, there ha* been 
no absolute confirmation ot this. 
However, Prof/H. O. Turner of Le- 
high university claim* to have proved 
the vegetable origin of anthracite. 


Soft coal sliced thin enough for light 


to pa** through and submitted to mi- 
croscopic examination shows definitely 
It* vegetable origin, .but this method 
has been Impossible for u*e with an- 
thracite became no matter bow thin 
hard coal is cut it I* still opaque. 
Professor Turner found that by first 
giving tbe surface of anthracite a 
fine polish, then drying It thoroughly 
and later beating the polished surfae* 
la tbe lame ef a blowpipe, it was pos- 
sible to make out tbe structural de- 
tatls of tbe coal through a mkroacope, 
The final beattag burned away toaw 
of the coal, leaving a sort of akcteteav 
Ised surface or etching.

piece* «f anthracite resemble frag- 
ment* of modern'woods, such as tbe 
xeaple or ala*. Other sped*»e«* anew 
a pithy structure like bamboo and 
weed* unlike those of the pntasl day. 
Spore* of the gfaut fen* of tbe far 
distant past—before tbe time of tbe 
true trees—have also been found la
